The idea of the individualistic spir¬ 
it is passing in politics as well as in 
commerce.

Mr. Irvine opened his speech by 
pointing ouk that this period was a 
revolutionary period, although not us 
but posterity will recognise it. We 
ar6 obsessed w'ith the war, and hav¬ 
ing failed to discern that industrial¬ 
ism under the capitalistic system has 
been more oppressive and piurderous 
than the recent war. But the two 
together has brought such a burden 
to bear upon the masses in all civi¬ 
lized nations that they cannot carry 
it. Whenever the oppression has be¬ 
come acute someone rises up with a 
panaca that proves it to be but a 
partial palliative. None go to the 
root of the matter. A new idea of 
service, however, has affected organ¬ 
ized labor, and it will force the issue. 

In His satirical delination of the 
weaknesses and folly of party gov¬ 
ernment he declared that it was cor¬ 
rupt, foolish and useless, no matter 
what party is in power. Partyisei 
divides a people without any cause 
for division, and its legislation is not 
for the people as such but is nulifted 
by special privelege. The only reas-

Del McQueen Writes of Ex 
periences While Crossing 
The Atlantic 


Now that the rigid censorship re¬ 
garding experiences at sea has been 
lifted, it is possible for those who 
have travelled between Canada and 
Europe to gtive some idea of their 
experiences. A splendid description 
of a voyage has been received by Mr. 
and Mrs. McQueen, from their son 
who is at present in England.' His 
letter, in part, is as follows: 

“I never told you of my trip over. 
We left Halifax on Sunday afternoon 
at about three o’clock, and it was 
with a kind of a little, lump in my 
throat that I watched the hills of 
Canada disappear. The boat that we 
came over on was not a bad tub as 
far as sailing goes, and she rolled 
along pretty nicely.

GREAT BRITAIN’S WAIt 

SAVINGS CAMPAIGN 


War Savings Certificates were first 
placed on sale in Great Britain on 
February 22nd, 1916. Between that 
date and January 18, 1919 inclusive, 
287,030,200 Certificates were sold 
These represented $1,435,151,000. Of 
this amount the redemptions amount 
to probably a little over 4 per cent. 

The sales by years are as follows: 

1916 Certificates sold .. 54,394,053 

1917 “ .. 82,935,268 

1918 “ .. 140,761,865 

As the financial year does not end 

until March 31, it is quite probable 
that the sales during the present fis¬ 
cal year will exceed those of la.^t by 
over 30 per cent. That the sale ol 
certificates is continuing strong ma. 
be seen in the fact that for the week 
ending Jan. 11, 1919, sales brought 
in $11,500,000; while for that ending 
January 18 thew were about $17,000,- 
M00. 

It should be borne in mind that 
while these millions of War Savings 
Certificates were being sortty-Ahe sal 
of National War Bonds reached the 
huge total of $8,226,688*670. The sa’. 
of these bonds began on October 1st, 
1917, and ended on January 18,1919 
which means that during the 68 
weeks of the issue the average weekly 
sales amounted to $120,000,000.

AHEAD VERY FAST 


Proposed increases in the express 
rates to be charged on creaftP ship¬ 
ments will be one of the subjects 
which will likely be touched on at the 
forthcoming dairy convention in Cal¬ 
gary. The matter has been taken 
up very 'energetically by the Edmo^ 
ton Board of Trade and the commit¬ 
tee on agricultural development has 
presented to the Board a very inter¬ 
esting report in which is " summar¬ 
ized the rates which were charged 
in the United States, up to the first 
of this year, with the present rate in 
Canada and the increase. With the 
new rates effective the committee-.es- 
timates Ihat the loss to the shippers 
of Alberta would be $200,000 a year. 
The report says: 

It is pointed* out that while at. the 
greater distances the proposed new 
rate is only slightly more than double 
the present rate, at the shorter dis¬ 
tances, from which most of the cream 
comes, the advance is very much 
greater. For instance, the present 
rate of 20 cents for 25 miles and un¬ 
der and 26 cents for 25 to 50 miles 
are advanced to 70 cents, the latter 
being the lowest rate under the pro¬ 
posed scale. This means that Bow¬ 
den and Penhpld, respectively 8 and 9 
miles frorST Innisfail, will pay the 
same rate into the creamery at that 
point as will Moringside, 46 miles. 
Cream shipped into Edmonton from 
St. Albert, 10 miles, or Ellersslie, 8 
miles, would^pay the same as from 
Lac Ste. Anne or Hobbema; and more 
than was formerly paid for a dis¬ 
tance of 250 miles. 

An 8 gallon can of cream, weigh¬ 
ing 100 lbs., contains on the average 
about 22/i lbs of butter fat. The 
increase in rate on the present low¬ 
est distance from 20 cents to 70 cents 
would therefore ‘ represent a reduc¬ 
tion in the value of cream to the far¬ 
mer of approximately 2% cents a 
pound on the butter fat. At over 
100 miles this would be more than 
Zy 2 cents. At over 160 miles 1 it 
would mean a loss to the farmer of 
over 3 cents a pound; and at any 
distance over 200 miles it means over 
4 cents a pound. 

In the following tabulation which 
is summarized from the Edmonton 
report, there are slight variations in 
the-distances - sometimes of five. or 
ten miles; the American rate is on a 
10-gal. can. Since the first of the 
year the rate across are line has 
been increased 25 per cent.

while enormous strides forward have 
also been made in other lines such 
as peaches, pears, plums, etc. In 
tomatoes the crop of last year ran to 
t over 16,000 crates of the ripe sort, 
and another 4,000 of green, while in 
potatoes just under 400 tons were 
shipped to prairie points. The yield 
of strawberries, which was below nor¬ 
mal owing |o a dry spell in the mid¬ 
dle of the season, was over 10,000 
crates, while 7,000 crates of raspber¬ 
ries were also shipped. In the mat¬ 
ter of tree fruits the valley is almost 
in its infancy as only 30 per cent' of 
the 2,000 acres planted to fruit trees 
is as yet bearing. To convince of the 
quality of Creston apples the Board 
of Trade of that town has favored

I OFFICIAL CANADA PAYS 

TRIBUTE TO LATE PREMIER 

Over 300 Parliamentarians, Betides 
Many Officials of Govt, and 
Canadian Cities 

Official Canada gathered at* the 
memorial mureum which is the tem¬ 
porary headquarters of the Canadian 
parliament, but even that spacious 
building was unable to lurcommodate 
all the representatives who had con¬ 
gregated to do honor to the late Lib¬ 
eral leader, Sir Wilfred Laurier. 

Recognizing this, the Great War 
Veterans’ Association and the purely 
unofficial societies remained outside. 
The scene inside was remarkable for 
.the orderliness which prevailed. Per¬ 
fect arrangements had been made for 
the reception of the delegates and 
members of the parliament, special 
rooms having been assigned to each 
special* body. 

-Among the rank and file of mem¬ 
bers of th§ commons were a number 
of ex-ministers and ex-members, in¬ 
cluding Hon. Sidney Fisher, Hon. 
George P. Graham, Hon. W. L. Mac- 
Kenzie-King, Premier Martin of Sas- 
Hon. W. S. Fieldiiig, Hon. Dr. Beland, 
Hon. Frank Oliver and others. There 
were over 300 senators, members of 
parliament and ex-members in the 
procession. 

Outside the building the arrange¬ 
ments were also perfectly carried out. 
Half an hour before the official -rep¬ 
resentatives left the building the 
wreaths and flowers which had sur¬ 
rounded the catalafque in the com¬ 
mons was rerpoved and placed on 10 
large sleighs drawn by magnificent 
horses which had been provided by 
the public works department. 

Following the blood relatives of the 
deceased came Gen. G. Watkin, rep¬ 
resenting the Duke of Connaiight, and 
lieutenant-governors of the provinces. 

Representatives of religious denom¬ 
inations in the procession were con¬ 
fined to non-Roman Catholic Clergy, 
the others being assembled at the 
church. When the members of par¬ 
liament had assembled in the hall. 
Speaker Rhodes, preceded by Major 
Bowie, the sergeant-at-arms carrying 
the mace, led the way, and a long file 
of mourners commenced to move up 
Metcalfe street in the direction of 
the basilca. Then came the mayors 
of the Canadian cities and towns airil 
their representatives. Prominent in 
the cortege were Mr. Henri Bourassa 
and Col. Armand Lavergne. 

At the funeral services in the bas¬ 
ilica, Archbishop Mathieu, of Regina, 
speaking in French said: 

“He has gone to the tribunal of God 
to render account of his life, andT 
impartial history will tell of his great 
qualities of mind and heart. But he 
is not dead. The sdul of Sir Wilfred 
Laurier lives in a better world.” 

Mgr. Mathieu referred to the high 
esteem in which Sir Wilfred was held 
by all sections of the community, the 
sincere homage paid to his memory. 

Sir Wilfred, Mgr. Mathieu went on 
loved his country and he loved it pas¬ 
sionately. He gave his whole life 
to it up to the last minute. He loved 
his fellow-countrymen and tried to 
bring them together in concord and 
harmony.

SOLDIERS DON’T 

* WANT CHARITY 


Any attempt to exploit the labor 
of returned soldiers in the interest of 
that or this business, through senti¬ 
mental appeals to the general public, 
should be resisted and refused. There 
have been numerous cases in which 
use has been made of soldier agents 
and canvassers, and in which the em¬ 
ployers have frankly presumed upon 
Ihe sympathy which the average ini- 
dividual would have for a man who 
had served overseas and was now re¬ 
duced to making a living by intro¬ 
ducing such and such an article with 
a request please to buy. Usually, 
the scheme works, too. 

The soldiers ’organizations are op¬ 
posed to this kind of thing, and in 
Ontario some of the Great War, Vet¬ 
erans’ associations have passed reso¬ 
lutions appealing for the suppression 
of " the soldier canvasser. It is the 
feeling of these bodies that firms util¬ 
izing soldiers to play upon the sym¬ 
pathies of the public are doing a mis¬ 


chief rather than a benefit to the 
soldiers themselves. 

Canadian fighting men do not want 
either to earn their livlihood in any 
way that presumes upon the senti¬ 
ment of the public. They desire to 
be deplt with on a business basis, and 
not to be put in a position where they 
are likely* to be considered nuisances. 

Colonel Innes, of the Board which 
will determine the qualifications of 
returned men to take up land under 
the government scheme states that 
when a man is married he will have 
to secure a declaration from his wife 
that she is satisfied to gf> farming 
and his prepared to stay with it. This 
is a wise rule. The interests and 
the_ inclination of the wife should be 
considered, and a venture in which 
she is unwilling partner is not likely 
to turn out well.

Henry Ford’* weekly, “The Dear¬ 
born Independent,” is now on sale at 
every street corner in the motor city 
and it la “universal” in demand every¬ 
where. Its success has been electric 
and it will continue, because Mr. Ford 
and his staff of writers have some 
vital things to say on vital topics. 
Canadian* had * laugh when Ford 
mo .defeated for tho' United States 
ssaatorship, but taking it by and 
large, Detroit looks upon that event 
a* a blot on the fair name of Mich¬ 
igan With his influence, bis brains, 
hi* money and his ideas^of progress 
and righteousness, Henry Ford would 
haw been a mighty power for ad¬ 
vancement aad general good. A look 
at kia paper is sufficient*to convince 
one of tho fact* 

In the current issue, he attacks in 
a constructive manner, the present 
scheme of Society, “One of the most 
glaring mistakes” ho says, “is to tty 
to cover up the results of social faults 
by charity, instead of striking at the 
causes whjch make charity teem nec¬ 
essary. Charity at ita best is only a 
makeshift. " It is an endless patching 
of n garment that ought to be thrown 
away. Charity lowera the self-re¬ 
spect of the parson who receives it, 
and It deadens the conscience of the 
person who gives it It offers far too 
easy an escape from a harder job. 
Wd say wa are sorry for the hungry 
mam How sorry are we? We are 
sorry enough to give him a little food 
But are we sorry enough to go out 
and tackle the conditions that make 
hunger possible? We say we are 
sorry for the unemployed. Are we 
sorry enough to shoulder the job of 
demolishing unemployment from the 
land by a new and daring system of 
industrial advance? 

“It is easy enough to be sorry, and 
to ease our own sorrow by a trifling 
gift For that is what we do in most 
of our makeshift charity—we simply 
aas* our own pain at the sight of 
suffering. Wo get up fancy dances, 
tre give theatricals, we make budgets 
aad taka np collections, we sell tick¬ 
ets for this and that from one year’B 
end to the other; we undertake a lit¬ 
tle temporary benefit, and when we 
get through we haven’t touched the 
real problem. Nothing seems more 
useless than the trouble we take to 
ease the effects, when half the troub¬ 
le would serve to destroy the cause.” 
Mr. Ford’s statements do not refer to 
the charitable mind, but he believes 
that charity and sympathy are too

MILITARY CAN EASILY 

SQUELCH BOOTLEGGERS 


Chief Cuddy Thinks Campaign 
Waged Thoroughly Would 
Be Successful 

That bootleggers could be put out 
of business * in this Province in a 
short time if the military authorities 
waged a campaign in a thoroughly 
systematic manner, as proposed by 
General H. D. B. Ketchen, of Winni¬ 
peg, is the opinion of Chief Cuddy, 
of the Calgary police force. He says 
that the majority of the men traffick¬ 
ing in liquor around this city have 
been extending their operations quite 
freely, for it is most difficult to get 
evidence against them. 

The chief said that in the event of 
the military declaring war on the 
bootleggers and moonshiners of this 
province they may be assured of the 
unlimited support of the local police. 
He points out that a great deal of the 
trafficking is being done between the 
bootleggers and the soldiers, and it 
is impossible to get any of the men 
in khaki to give evidence against 
the illegal liquor vendors. 

According to the announcement 
made by General Ketchen, the pro¬ 
posed campaign against the boot¬ 
leggers will be dominion wide and 
instructions are speeding westward 
to the district commanding officers. 
The arrangements call for the ap¬ 
pointment of special military police 
in each' district, and persons caught 
selling liquor to soldiers will be 
prosecuted under the Dominion order- 
in-council passed recently. The pen¬ 
alties for this offence are very severe 
under the latest law passed.

To Solve Canada’s Employment Problem 

T^VERYONE in Canada should understand just what 
/ the Government is doing to solve the unemployment 
problems that may arise through the demobilization of 
•our fighting forces. - 


(1) Employment Offices. 

So that everyone—male or* 
female, soldier or civilian- 1 —can 
get quickly such jobs as are 
, available the Government-is co¬ 
operating with the Provinces in 
establishing a chain of Public 
Employment Offices. Employ¬ 
ers are being urged to make use 
of • tneSe offices It) sebure &ny 
help they need. Farmers, for 
example, who need hired men 
should apply to the nearest 
office. There will be a Public 
Employment Office in every 
town of 10,000 people—and 
wherever the need for one exists. 
There will be 60 different offices 
in all—one-half are already, in 
operation"" 

(£) Employment Opportunities. 

The war held up much work 
that will now be carried on at 
once. Public works, shipbuild¬ 
ing, roadbuilding, railway work 
—construction of bridges, im¬ 
provement of road-bed, making 
of- new equipment—these will 
provide new opportunities for 
employment. In addition, the 
Government has sent a Trade 
Mission overseas to secure for 
Canada a share in the business of 
providing materials and pro¬ 
ducts required for reconstruc¬ 
tion work in Europe. It has also 
set aside the 
large sum of 



$25,000,000 to be loaned through 
the Provinces to encourage the 
building of workmen’s houses. 
This will m£an much new work 
in the spring. 

(#) Land and Loans for Soldiers 

To help soldiers become far-* 
mers the Government has de¬ 
veloped a programme.. that 

includes the providing of land, 
the granting of loans, and the 
training and supervision of 
those inexperienced in farming. 
At present, the soldier is grant¬ 
ed, free, in addition to his or¬ 
dinary homestead right, one 
quarter-section of Dominion 
lands. He also receives a loan 
up to the maximum of $2,500. 

These original plans are now 
being broadened. If Parliament 
passes the new proposals during 
this session, the Soldier Settle¬ 
ment Board will be able to buy 
suitable land^and re-sell it to 
the soldier at cost. 

Land up to the value of 
$5,000 may be bought by this 
plan—the money to be repaid 
in 20 years. The low interest 
rate of '5 per cent, will be 
charged. These new proposals 
will also permit the Soldier 
Settlement Board to loan the 
soldierdarmer up to $2,500 for 
purchasing equipment, etc., in 
addition to $5,000 loan on his 
farm.
